Israel entered 
upon u great schoollng. period; first 
in & Condition of peonage in Egypt; 
and: later, under the command of 
Moses, passing from Egypt to Canaan, 
with a wandering of ‘forty years in 
the wilderness; still later under judges, 
und then under tings, “etc. God did 
not wink at sin amongst the Israelites, 
whom be adopted as his “peculiar peo- 
ple“ under the Law Covenant mediat- 
ed by Moses. We read that every dis- 
obedience received a “just recompense 
of reward" (Hebrews ii, 2). Stripes. 
pinishments. captivities. under Divine 
supervision and predicted through the 
prophets, was the portion of the cho- 
sen people of the Lord. Obedience on 
thelr part brought blessing and dis- 
obedience and idolatry brought chas- 
tisements—God winked at nothing as 
respects bis chosen people. 

At first glance this is perplexing. 
Not anderstanding the Divine Pian we 
would be inclined to expect. that the 
favored nation would be excused more 
than others - that it would be the peo 
ple whose imperfections would de 
winked at. But not 80; Israel was 
chosen for a purpose, And in order to 
prepare them for their mission and to 
ût them to Gili it, the Lord chastened 
and scourged tbem for their sins, and 
thus educated and assisted them more 
than others out of degradation. As a 
result, when our Lord came into the 
world to be man's Redeemer, israel. 
under the chastising, scourging, in- 
structing experiences of many centu- 
Ties, was by far the most advanced 
nation in the world along religious 
fines. k 

Thus it was that when the Redeem- 
er presented himself. some, “a rem- 
nent,” were "Israelites indeed" and 
ready to receive him—five hundred 
duping din earthly ministry and séy: 
eral thousand more at the following

Growth And That Of Wicomico County 
-Jolm Milton Gives Some Good Views. 


Whatever. may be tha more distant 
future of Salisbury when the plans of 
the Deep Water Way's Oommission 
have been varried ont and ocean vessels 
can go inland from New York to the 
Gulf giving to the tawn: and cities of 
the eastern seaboard a growth beyond 
all estimate, and The Wicomico has 
been dredged so that ocean. vessels can 
unload their coal, iron and other, 
freight at the docks in Salisbury and 
making it possible, for her to become 
à thriving manufacturing city. 

Whatever the distant future may 
hold for our County Seat, her imme- 
diate growth depends very moch upon 
the improvement of the surrounding 
country. Suppose the raral popula- 
tion of the County and adjolving règ- 
jon were doubled, that would be pos- 


sible only where wealth and ‘intelli- | 
gence inoresse in populstion, what} 


would be the crowds in the streeta of 
Salisbury then, when even now on 
Saturdays and big days u farmer can 
hardly find room on the streets to 
hitch a horse; yet thle ia exactly what 
is being done. 

On every shell road that has been 
built for any length of time we find 
double the number and beiter homes 
than along the common roads, Sup- 
pose the shell roads or other roads junt 
as good were built thronghout the 
county the same result must follow. 
The price of laud increases 80 rapidly 
along sach public improvements that 
a farmer can’t afford to do sjipshod 
farming so he either learns better 
methods, sells to some more progreas- | 
ive man, or cella part.of his land and 
makes just as good an income on a 
part as be formerly did on all, if he 
doesn t some other man will. 

It is said that the United States has 
the most fertile soll of any conntry in 
the world, yet the average yield of 
Wheat per aore is only fourteen bash. 
els; France has a yield of twenty, 
Germany twenty eight, England thir- 
ty two, and Holland thirty four bush- 
els. Our clay lands are goo for 
wheat if properly drained and ferti- 
lized. What will bring abont better 
cnnditions on the farm and greater 
production? Good roads seem to solve 
the problem, at least people who live 
on good rosds have better farma, bet- 
ter buildings, and better stock on the 
average than, other people. The old 
saying All roads lead to Rome“ be- 
comes, All roads lead to Salisbury, 
and over these roads go the products 
af the farm and the merchandies of 
town bringing wealth to the mer: 
chants, a living to the farmer, cheap 
snpplivs to the mannfactories, und 
food ta the homes ip town. 

I don't mean to say thut there are 
DO good farmers on poor roads > Some 
people would succeed anywhere, no 
matter where they fall they always 
bit on their feet. Of vourse those who 
live pear a water course and oan ship 
their crops by boat are not 20 badly in 
need of good roads. But Ido say that 
the successful farmer, because he has 
larger crops to handle, will de as 
much benefitted. by guod roads as his 
neighbor, and farther I aftirm that no 
town ever grew toa large city with- 
out ecoellent means for transportation 
and good roads. 

There comes u. time in the growth 
of a olty, becanse it is already pros. 
porous that companies will bolid more 
railroads and electric lines because of 
the trade of the city is so great as to 
jostify the building of the roade but 
until a city reaches that time in her 
growth her. people must assure her 
growth by their own enterprises. It 
seem: we are abont to build better 
rusds in the county as Salisbury has 
been building better, streets, that 
means higher taxes to the people who 
are benefitted by these improvementes

„Compulsory Primary Bill Presented in House | Methodists of Salisbury Making Prepara- 


Affects The. Entire State W Help 
Democrats. 


In brief, the bill provides; 

All political parties which at the 
election of November 9, 1909, or in 
futute general electiona shall cast 10 
ver cent of the entire vote, ebali nom- 
inate all their candidates for public 
office by direct’ primary. This shall 
include délezates to conventions and 
all mpuaging political bodies and all 
precinct, ward, city, county or State 
dommittees. 

The intent and purpose of the act, 
read the measure, is that all oandi- 
‘dates for publio office and delegates 
to conventions shall be named by di- 
rect vote of the people.“ 

While it sball de lawful for any 
party to hola conventions, such con- 
ventions shall not be permitted to so- 
lect nominees or appoint party candi- 
dates for any office but may simply 
transact general business for their ro- 
spective part ies. 

Primary elections are to berheld 
not later thau the third Monday in 
September, and the ballots of the va- 
rious parties shall be distinguished by 
various colors while each vater shall 
be obliged to name the party with with 
which he is affiliated. 

Certificates of aspirants for election 
must be filed 15 days before a primary 
election, the fee for an executive can: 
didate being §25 for execantive oom - 
mittee $20 and for delegate to conven- 
tion? @b. 

Priwary elections for candidates for 

| Mayor, Comptroller; President of the 
Second Branch Oity Council” and 
members of the City Council of Balti- 
more shali be held on the firat Tugs- 
day of April in the year of municipal 
elections, ` 

In addition to their present salary 
of $1,500 Supervisors of Elections of 
Baltimore shall receive 81.000, while 
an increase not to exceed 50 ver cent 
of their present pay la to be added to 
the salaries of the county election 
officials. Fifteen hundred dollars ex- 
tra ia to be allowed the Supervisors of 
Elections in Baltimore for olerk and 
messenger service, while an increase 
not to exceed 25 per cent of the pres- 
ent allowance for that purpose is to 
de granted to the county authorities. 

A determined fight against this 
measure is expected from the Repub- 
licana whom it will affect to a most 
material extent 

Governor Orothers who knows some- 
thing about politios has no doubt that 
the compulsory law would strengthen 
tha party.

„corner“ was a bend in the stage road 
over the mountains and through Sau

asked, acenting a story. In response 
the driver told me about Maximo and

His father was a wood-cutter and 
Maximo drove the long-bodied, rat- 
tling wagon on which the wood, felled 
on the mountain side, was brought to 
town. Maximo’s chance to prove him- 
self came one afternoon.as he was 
slowly tolling up the San Luis road 
beside the empty tinder wagon. 

It was a fine day for southern Cali- 
fornia—no more could be sald in 
praise of it. For a mile, and in some 

miles, ahead the road

drunkenly and Captain Jack, with feet 
braced, lurched and swayed on the 
sri seat, his face set, the reins tight 

as a bow-string.

Take the kettle from 
the fire and pour the boiling hot liquid 
into buttered tins or upon a large flat 
meat platter, When stiff enough mark 
off: into big squares and when cold 
break these apart and wrap each 
square m waxpaper.’ Butterscotch 
carefully made will keep for months. 
It improves with age. 

Peanut Candy a la Charleston 
Mammy.—This delectable sweet is 
called ground-nut cake in Charleston 
and a fine molasses is used for it in- 
stead of sugar. Remove the shells 
and skins ‘from the roasted peanuts 
and—if convenience for eating is liked 
—divide each nut in half; but the 
brittle cake that shows the whole fut 
is the dearer goody in the southern 
city by the sea, Then put two heap- 
ing tablespoonfuls of butter and the 
juice of one lemon in a quart of New 
Orleans molasses and boil it with eare- 
ful, stirring until it threads. Then 
take the vessel from the fire and dump 
in the nuts, mixing them well with 
the molasses, When the mixture is 


‘chilled enough to permit its lying fair- 


ly well “where it is put“ drop a light 
tablespoonful in divided blobs along a 
flat buttered tin. 3

cavity with chopped apples and nuts 
and some stoned raisins. Sweeten 
with sugar and flavor with nutmeg 
and cinnamon. Sprinkle with the 
crumbs, and bake till it is brown on 
ton and the fruit within is thoroughly 


‘cooked. Spread over the top a lemon- 


flavored meringue, and let it become 
a light brown in the oven. Set the 
pie aawy to cool before serving. 


Quali with Dressing (Original). 

Pick and clean carefully six quail;

potatoes and one onion, medium sized, 
chop, rather fine, add a half pint of 
bread crumbs moistened with warm 
(not Hot) milk and water, one table 
spoonful of butter or lard, two eggs, 
pepper, salt and a little sage to taste. 
Place fhe stuffed quail in a baking 
pan in’ a hot oven and bake until the 


meat is tender when pricked with a 


straw. Serve on a hot platter with 
est dumplings cooked by dropping in 
dolling salted water. 


To Clean Cut Glass. 

Experts in cut glass recommend the 
following as the best method of clean- 
ing cut glass articles: Wash the glass 
thoroughly with warm soapsuds and 
cover with sawdust. As soon as the 
sawdust is dry, brush the article very 
carefully with a soft brush, reaching 
all the crevices. It will come out as 
clear and sparkling as a bubble fresh 
from the pipe without injury to the 
polish. P 

Apple Ringlets. 

Peel, core and slice thick five large 
apples. Mix half cup flour, half tea- 
spoon baking powder, half teaspoon 
butter and half teaspoon salt, Mix

First, there was among unbelievers 
& unity of purpose, The Pharisees 
and Sadducees ‘differed from each 
other, The Pharisees’ were great be- 
levers in spirit; the Badducees were 
infidels; they did not believe even in 
& spiritual God; and yet there was a 
common base on which both could 
‘unite, This discord of. unbelief was 
their only concord. 

In the second place, on the side of 
unbelief. there was great learning. 
Ignorance is not the mother of faith. 
„| That ‘adage was born im an age of 
ignorance, and it ought to have stayed 
where it was born. moré & man 
knows the more he eve, Many 
of the profoundest scholars are the 
-profoundeat believers. It is true that 


-| Christianity has captured much of our 


literature and many ot our schools, 
but the fact remaths that in the be- 
ginning the learning of the day was 
against Christ and his church. 

In the third place, society was ar- 
rayed on the side of unbelief. The 
high priest and all his kindred, the 
four hundred of Jerusalem, were 
against Christ and-his church. Kings 
and queens have brought their treas- 
ures into the house of God, but it still 
remains true that the people of every 
age who spend their time in the pur- 
suit of pleasure and abandon them- 
selves. to. self-indulgence are on the 
side of unbellef. In the very nature 
of. things they are against the selt- 


"| denial taught by Jesus Christ. 


A fourth was self-interest. , Accept- 
ing Christ meant cessation of member- 
ship in the Jewish Sanhedrim. The 
temporal interests of the Pharisees 
and Sadducees were on thé aide ot op- 
position to Christ. They feared that 
in the attempt to get something better 
than they had they would lose. all. 
They were mistaken. If they had left 
all and followed Christ, they would 
have been rich indeed. To have sac 
rificed their best for his best would 
have been to make them millionaires 
in the true riches of God. 


Note, now, the roll-call of unbelief: 


Organization, learning, society, self - in- 
terest and religion. .Against organisa- |: 


tion - stands individualism. <“ Christ 
makes the individual comscious, mag- 
nifies the value ef the one immortal 
soul, and links love for himself with 
that of love for neighbor. Over 


against the learning of the schools is - 


the wisdom and revelation of God. 
Over against the aristocracy of posi- 
tion is the aristocracy of character. 
Over against self-interest is self-sacri- 
ficing love, and self-sacrificing love is 
mote patient and persistent than self- 
interest.

; and was anxious to retrieve his mis- 
fortune. He stayed with Conover three 
days and then came down stream. 
having seen and missed two grizzlies. 

Shortly after leaving Conover’s hut 
and having passed all the worst of the 
‘rapids, we came in sight of a great 
overfiow which is known as Mo- 
Leod's slough. Just before reaching 
the slough I noticed a black ‘spot 
about 600 yards down stream, which 
proved to be a bear swimming the 
river. All was excitement in a min- 
ute. The bear, a medium-sized one, 
reached the bank as we careened into 
broken water at the bottom of the rap- 
Id. The distance was not more than 
50 yards, yet I found it almost tm- 
possible to get even a snapshot, ow- 
ing to the rolling of the boat. Seeing 
that we should in a moment shoot past 
the bear, I let three somewhat hope- 
less shots in quick succession, each of 
which struck the sand about three 
inches below the mark, and had the 
mortification of observing the bear 
walk slowly into the heavy bush with 
complete indifference. 

Next morning, in most horrible 
weather, we Whissed down stream to 
& spot which, if only the sun would 
shine upon it, might be described as 
among the most beautiful in the world. 
Under vast mountains about 50 miles 
below Telegraph creek a small stream 
cuts into the shaggy forest.. One side 
is overshadowed by precipitous rocks 
and the other by a dense forest of 
great trees. This is called. Klooch- 
man’s canyon, and the stream that 
pierces it is a spawning-ground of the 
hump’ salmon, and consequently a 
favorite resort of bears. We landed 
about 400 yards above it, when Davey 
and I at once proceeded to stalk the 
place. 

There were no bears there that 
morning, but an abundance of fresh 
Mus. Twenty black bears and at 
least one large grizzly must have 
been catching salmon for several 
days, so we withdrew as nolsclossly 
as possible and went up stream and 
down wind for a quarter of a mile 
and made camp for the day.

must have moved my rifle up into a 
shooting position somewhat clusm!- 
ly, or he heard one of the Indiana stir- 
ring behind ‘me, for, with two great 
plunges backward, he was out of the 
river in a trice and shifting along the 
cliff-banks into some short bushes, He 
appeared to be the largest black bear 
I had seen, and his coat “waved” as 
be ran. I was most careful with my 
first shot, but the beast “skidded” 
sideways on some wet alders just as 
he entered the bushes and my shot 
was a clean miss. I then saw that if 
he continued in his present line he 
must emerge and cross about 16 yards 
of open mud under the cliff, so that 
during the time he was -scrambling 
through the bushes I took two steps 
down the bank and obtained my ta- 
vorite shooting position, sitting with 
my back to a log. I was quite ready 
for the bear immediately he cleared 
the bushes at a shuffling run, and cov- 
ering him with the white sight I let 
go. The big fellow stumbled forward 
about 50 yards, and then rolled over 
on his side uttering two or three baby- 
like whines, which can only be de- 
scribed as pitiful. I now ran up the 
stream, and crossed where there was 
a fallen tree, soon reaching the bear, 
which was quite dead. He proved to 
be a splendid old male measuring five 
feet six inches, and would have, I 
should guess, weighed at least 600 
pounds. 

So we had ‘a great rejoicing and I 
had obtained a grand. specimen.of 
this beautiful animal. We had a ter- 
rible business getting the bear from 
the stream to the river. I wanted to 
take him to camp complete so that we 
could skin, draw and measure in com- 
fort, and it was only after cutting a 
pole and slinging him on it that the 
entire staff succeeded in conveying 
the huge carcase yard by yard across 
the sand banks to the river, where our 
canoe was in waiting. The Indians 
soon made an immense fire and after 
& generous supper we all set to work 
on our several tasks and the relation 
of bear stories both grewsome and hu- 
morous. The following day was a 
continuous snowstorm, 80 I declined 
to move and made the Indians finish 
the scraping of the bear's skin—no 
little task.

So far 1 had 
been succeysful in obtainiig all the | 
large American mammals, except the 
Frlazly bear, and that la a beast of 
such elusive character that no man 
can say when and Where hie chance 
will occur. Baron Von Plessen, an en- 
thusiastic Danish hunter, told a friend 
of mine that it cost him over $10,000 
before he saw one, and then—he 
missed’ it. But he killed two: after- 
wards. Every hunter that ever set 
foot in the Rockies or the northwest 
thinks he is going to see grizzly round 
the first. corner, while a few hops to 
goodness the bear will not ses them.

The words of our test give us a pic- 
ture of the ideal Christian, and bring 
out very clearly six features ot his 
life: 

I. Fullness—Ho should’ be “filled 
with the knowledge of his will in all 
wisdom and spiritual understanding.” 
It is not the knowledge ot astronomy, 
botony, philosophy or geology. that de- 
velops . Christian character, though 
these are ‘important. Yét a man may 
know all science and history und still 
be a bad man. And if he has simply 
an intellectual grasp of God's will it 
may, not transform ‘his character, but 
if he is filled with the knowledge of 
that will such fulinegs will make him 
wise and spiritual, We learn God's 
will from the Bible, and hence the im- 
portance of. persistent Bible study. A 
Christian can afford to miss breakfast, 
dinner or supper rather than to neg- 
ject his Bible. Starving the body is 
not ho fatal as starving the soul. ) 

If. 4 Worthy Walk.—"That ye might 
walk worthy of the Lord unto all 
pleasing.”. There is nothing that 
pleases Christ more than seeing his 
people in their daily life maintaining 
a standard worthy of him. This does 
not mean that we are to be worthy 
Christians only in crises and emer- 
gencies. Walking is the daily) bum- 
drum of life. We should run with pa- 
tience the race that is set before un 


‘and strive to be the first to reach the 


goal so as to receive the victors 
crown, We may mount up on wings 
as eagles, but such running and fiy- 
ing are not tests of character like 
everyday drudgery. “He that ia faith- 
ful in little is faithful also in much.“ 

III. Fruitfulness.—‘Fruitful in every 
good work.” A life that is full of the 


Amowledge of God, and has a walk 


worthy of Christ, is certain to be 
fruitful. -Such a life canndt fail to 
bear good fruit, and there is nothing 
artificial about it. It ts not fruit hung 
upon the life, but growing out of it 
The abundant life produces such fruit. 
Fruitful in every good work“ means 
much fruit rather than great fruit. 
“Herein is my Father glorified that ye 
bear much fruit.” We may de too am- 
bitious to bear big fruit. “Do good 
unto all men.“ 

IV. Growth. — “Increase in the 
knowledge of God.” “In” should be 
rendered with,“ and then we have 
the true meaning, growing by means 
of the knowledge of God. It is the 
knowledge of God that makes us grow. 
Christians are dwarfs because they 
know so little of God. To think God's 
thoughts is to grow. intellectually, and 
to know and love God's will is to grow 
spiritually, It must be enough to make 
angels weep to see Christians many 
years old who are infants in sise, sim- 
bly because they have not learned 
more of God, 

V. Power —"Strengthened with all 
might according to his glorious pow- 
er.” The power is not inherent. It 
comes from God, and the measure of 
it is not our ability, but his’ ability. 
In our weakness we may have the 
strength of his might

The doctrine of the Second Advent 
of Christ ix common: to all denomina. 
tions: And the Adventist beliet that 
at that time the earth wilt be burned 
up is also u feature of all the various 
creeds: Mrny Adventists tinye aban- 
doned ‘the rhoiight tunt the Savtor’s 
second appearing ls at hand. Ar“ 
many more are abandoning the thought 
thut when he appears Adventists alone 
Will be saved und all the remainder of 
mankind will. participate to. the d 
struction and burning which shall then 
engulf the earth. It should not- he 
dificult for them to realize that thers 
is no great necessity. for controversy 
along the lines of the time of Christ's 


coming. since they acknowledge them; 


selves completely in the durk on that 
subject. Neither can’ we suppose that 
after thoughtful «consideration! they 
should feel justified, in assuming: that 
they alone ore “the elect.” Let us hope 
that with Drondening. sentiment they 
nre more dnd more. realizing: that 
there nre saints and sinners in their 
Own number. as well an im all denumi- 
vations aud as well as in the world; 
and that “the Lord knoweth them that 
are his” ant will cate for them, regard- 
lesá of denominational Noes But for 
that portion ‘of Adventists which con- 
sidets the keeping of the Seventh Day 
of the week the all-important part of 
Christianity we nee no ground for Fed- 
eration. unless, Indeed. they may choore 
to get about the difficulty by counting 
the calends. the other way around the 
world. Thus they might bring their 
Seventh Day into harmony with what 
others term the Firat Day. Or. ‘by 
counting the calendar in the opposite 
direction they may still keep thelr Sev- 
enth Day and realize that others ate 
keeping the same day. though calling 
it the First Day. 


Disciple Doctrines to Be Voided, 

DUudoubtedly Alexander Campbell 
was a good man with a great bead. 
And undoubtedly many of a similar 
class following his tead are today 
known us Disciples or Christians 
Undoubtedly. these are following close- 
ly to apostolic customs in the matter 
of Church § orfgatization, which in 
many respects is beautiful In ite sim- 
pllelty. Doetrinally they claim most 
falthfully to stand’ by the Word of 
God alone. And one of thelr fumiltar 
declarations ia. “When the Word of 
God speaketh we speak; when the 
Word of Godis silent we are silent.“ 
But this benutiful simplicity of theury 
our Disciple friends have found dim- 
cult to work out fo practice.. Hence 
we find them as strongly Intrenched 
behind unwritten creeds ns are others 
behlnd elavorited creeds. These are 
inculented through rhe- writings of 
thelr - snindard | authoritfes—including 
the editors of their leading Jjouruals. 
“Disciples” bold most tenaciously us 
the Bible teaching thut baptism in 
water is indiapensable to the, remission 
of sing. This doctrine is supported by 
several, Bible texts which. declare, 
“Arise und be baptized and wash 
away thy sins; “Baptism nuto repent- 
unce and remission of sins.” etc. 

Before. polnting out their misappll- 
cations of these texts let us note the 
facts. that ‘according to their theory 
all others of mankind, Christiuns, Jews 
and heathen, who have not been im- 
memed hu ve nu und thelr sins wanhed 
uwuy. Consequently such are vet in 
their ins. Consequently such are lust. 
And lost according to the geveral un- 
derstanding of Disciples aud other 
Christians signifies whut out of teu ven 
shut out of Patadise—sbut into hell 
und ite eternal torment, , 

Do our Disciple friends act as 
though they belleved this teachiug? 
Do ther spend all of their Ume und 
energy and money in seeking “to: bring 
fvilow-Christiaus Into water baptism 
for the reinission- of ‘sins and escape 
trum eternal torture? Assuredly they 
do not. Hence. we are juxtitied in 
aupposing thut Uke our Baptist trieude 
they hu ve not taken reriously aud log 
ically their Wu doetrines. Rather 
they have awrnted o them thought 
leasly, It would appear to us. there- 
fore, that doctrinally our Disciple 
friends might early: be prevailed upon 
to abupdon thelr pecullar reket to the 
extent that It would not binder them 
from losing their Identity ns advo: 
cates of “baptism tor the remission 
of sins” and merging themselves or 
federating with others. ’ 

To assist them out of thelr difficulty 
we remind them that all the Scripture 
they eke in support of Imniersion for 
the remission of ‘sins belonged to the 


acy, and nune of it to Gentiles,~ The 


Jews, were exliorted by John the Bape 
tist and otbers to renowuce ein, to 
return to harmony with M Law, 
and to show this change of cha mvt 
by water immersion, ' But. tho

The Apostle sets forth clearly a 
distinction between the Church and 
the ‘world and between the salvation 
of the Church and the salyation of the 
world. The Church are the elect” 
of the Lord, called and chosen; and 
if faithful; they will be members of 
the glorious Church beyond the veil 
It. as the Bride of Christ, will ve his 
companion and Queen during the MII- 
lennlal reign of glory for the blessing 
of the world—for the blessing: of the 


ngp-elect, considered last Sunda ny, 
rue, Jesus was spotiess, while we 


are members of the fallen race. But 
we are justified through falth In bis 
blood. And hence we have in the 
Divine sight through him a standing 


of human perfection or justification/ 


‘This standing is granted to us or Im- 
puted to us for the very purpose of 
permitting us to sacrifice our human 
rights und earthly interests us he sac- 
rificed his. The “elect” are to be dend 
with him, that in the resurrection they 
may live with him and be like him and 
share his glory. honor and immortality. 
By consecration we present our bodies 
living sacrifices holy and acceptable to 
God, as the Apostle declares (Romans 
xii, 1). Thus we are Ammersed into 
his death” and thus we. became mem- 
bera of bis Body. 

Whoever falls to be thus immersed 
tnto Christ's death will fall} of the 
membership in his Body—will fall to 
be of his elect Church. his Bride, The 
difference between being dead. with 
Adam and being dead with Christ ts 
very great. By nature we are all dead 
with Adam: He was a sinner, con- 
demned. We as bis offspring are the 


same. It was necessary therefore that 
we should dy faith be lifted out or 


this condition of death with Adam, in 
order that by consecration of all earth- 
ly interests we might become dead 
with Christ. Thus we share with him 
his sacrificial death and, by partictpa- 


tion iu “his resurrection,” also become; 


sharers of his Kingdom glory. 

Ridding ourselves, then, of the un- 
scriptural theory of an eternal-torment 
awaiting the non-elect, may not all 
Christians perceive the reasonableness 
of the Divine proposition to bless them 
through the elect? As Jesus by his 
sacrifice was made Head of the 
Church. sọ all who will de his members 
must share bis spirit. of. self-sacrifice— 
death to the world and earthly toter- 
est. Only such may share with him 
io his Millennial Kingdom work of 
blessiug. uplifting, Instrycting, assist- 
ing all of the non-elect. Many of the 
hon-elect under the fuller light and 
better opportunities of the Millennium 
will turn from sin to righteousness, 
from death to life eternal. This “bap- 
tism into death” with Its bles ad re- 
ward escludes to denominatiénni lites 
It ‘includes in the Church of the elect 
those of every denomination and of no 
denomination who comply with ite 
conditions of faith and obedience and 
consecration unto death.
